Applicant's arguments filed on September 26, 2005 (Remarks on pages 7-10) have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants' argue on page 8 stating, "Cosman does not disclose or suggest that this illumination source (16) is controlled in any 
manner to illuminate a target point." Further on page 8 Applicants' state "Cosman does not disclose or suggest projecting a light beam 
at a target point in the real scene, which corresponds to the target point in the digital image (of the real scene), using the identified image 
coordinates.... Clearly, Cosman does not disclosed or suggest controlling an illumination device to project the beam of light at the target 
point in the scene, as essentially recited in claim 10." 

Cosman discloses camera system C comprising cameras 17, 18, and 19 along with a light source 16. Cosman discloses that 
the light source 16 is used to produce reflected light as indicated by dash line arrows 26, as seen in Figure 1 at col. 4 lines 13-28. 
Hence, the target (the patient P with the markers 20, 21, 23, 24) is illuminated and the digital image is captured by the camera system C. 

Cosman discloses, in real scene (display of the CT or MRI images, as seen in Figure 2), projecting a light beam at a target 
points corresponding to the target points in the digital image at col. 8 lines 32-42. Cosman discloses the position of the isocenter relative 
to a target in real image (in X, Y, Z coordinates). Note beam 6 in Figure 2. As far as claim 10, there is a camera system shown in 
Figure 1 at C ( which contains the illumination device. Hence, the camera system C is the control system for the illumination device 16. 
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
